Convention Ballot Frees 
Voters From Support- 
ing National Candidates 


COLUMBIA, S. C., May -18.— 
(UP)—South Carolina Democrats, 
in convention here today, voted 
213 to 120 to change the “party 
rule 32” requiring voters to sup- 
port Democratic nominees in 
state and national elections. 

The change in the rule releases 
party members in the state from 
mandatory voting for Democratic 
nominees for President and vice 
president. 

Heated debate on the rule which 
went into practice more than 40 
years ago, and was written into 
the party platform in 1914, pre- 


As amended, the rule will re- 
quire support for party nominees 
only in state elections. 

Opponents of the change 
charged it was a “direct. slap at 
the President and the New Deal,” 
while proponents contended it was 
not a slur on Mr. Roosevelt.

TEST OF MILK LAW 
IS SET FOR JULY 1 


Postponement Won by Pro- 
ducers’ Federation in 
Control Act Fight. 


By the Associated Press. 

A court test of the validity of 
a state law governing regulation 
of milk producing and price-fix- 
ing has been’ postponed until 
July 18. 

The Georgia Milk Producers’ 
Confederation, with members in 
20 counties, obtained a temporary 


restraining order last month in 
Muscr;2e superior court, enjoin- 
ing ti 4 state milk control board 
from enforcing the act against its 
members. 

Judge C. F. McLaughlin set May 
31 as the date for hearing the con- 
federation’s plea for a permanent 
injunction. Charles Duncan, chair- 
man of the control board, said yes- 
terday the confederation had ask- 
ed for a postponement of the court 
test and that the July date had 
been fixed. 

Law Attacked. 

The confederation, incorporated 
in DeKalb county, contends the 
milk control act is unconstitutional 
because of the price-fixing fea- 
ture, and that it is discriminatory 
in that it provides owners of six 
or less cows are excused from 
complying with the law. 

The control board met in; At- 
lanta yesterday to consider, the 
price schedule on milk for the At- 
lanta area. 

Duncan said price changes | or- 
dered for the Macon milk shed 
were made at a meeting April 28 
and were effective on May l. 
Prices for each milk shed are set 
at separate meetings of the board. 

Macon Changes Posted. 

Answering criticism by some 
Macon producers that all were not 
notified of the change at the same 
time, Duncan said the act pro- 
vides that changes be posted in 
offices of the board in the affect- 
ed areas. He said the Macon 
changes were posted in the board’s 
office in that city last week as 
soon as the order had been drawn. 

A public hearing will be held 
in Columbus Friday to consider 
the price schedule for that area, 
and a similar hearing will be held 
ies Waycross ape dite 26, Duncan said.

In the fore compartment were 
found the bodies of Willey and the 
co-pilot, Fred Whittemore, - who 
was to have taken the controls at 
Las Vegas, Nev., and flown it to 
St. Paul, where it was to have 
been placed into service by the 
Northwest Air Lines.

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THE SHOWDOWN NEARS 

On Monday next it is expected that the 
pending wages and hours bill will come before 
the house for consideration. Under proposed 
Tules of debate it is probable a vote on the 
measure cannot be delayed more than a day 
or two. 

The bill reported by committee is at wide 
variance with that which was originally intro- 
duced. But on one point, vital to the south, 
they are alike. Neither provides for any geo- 
graphic differentials. Thus both are equally 
objectionable to this section of the country, in 
that they do not take into consideration basic 
differences in the economic setup, in living 
costs and in other factors. 

The present bill provides a wage minimum 
of 25 cents an hour for the first year, 30 cents 
for the second year, 35 cents the third year and 
thereafter 40 cents. It provides maximum hours 
of 44 a week the first year and 2 hotrs less each 
year until the maximum of 40 hours is reached. 
However, there is no limit for hours if time- 
and-half is paid for overtime above the speci- 
fied maximums. 

The secretary of labor is authorized, in the 
bill, to make these wage rates and hours effec- 
tive 120 days after orders are issued. 

Goods made by workers in violation of these 
regulations would be unlawfully in the hands 
of any purchaser, no matter how innocent he 
or she might be of knowledge on the point. 
The confusion to commerce inherent in this 
provision is self-evident. 

The greatest possibility of evil in the bill 
is not aimed at industry itself, or at employers 
of labor. The evil effects will be felt worst by 
labor itself. For it is inevitable that, with such 
new restrictions upon business and industry, 
a large increase in unemployment will result. 

Many businesses are already crippled and 
large numbers have been forced to cease opera- 
tions because of the too heavy load of taxation, 
a load they cannot carry and meet other ex- 
penses—chiefly wages-—as well. With the new 
burden involved in the wages and hours bill, 
many others will, perforce, have to close their 
doors. Their employes will then become but 
additions to the already topheavy problem of 
the unemployed. 

Taking into consideration this result, the 
bill can do nothing but reduce the average an- 
nual income of labor. It may, in some cases, 
increase the hourly earnings, but it can only 
mean a reduction in the number of hours work- 
ed. It may raise the wage level of some of the 
least competent and, therefore, lowest paid 
groups of labor. But it will, inevitably, take 
from those who are already earning more than 
the set minimums under the bill, to meet this 
added pay roll expense. 

In addition to lowering the average’ annual 
income of workers, it will work further hard- 
ship by increasing the cost of many articles to 
the ) 
workers in another role in life. 

Behind the measure is seen, not at all in- 
distinctly, a move by the industrial interests of 
the east and north to halt the growing ten- 
dency of industry toward decentralization, with 
its corollary of increasing industrial invesiment 
in the south. Already handicapped by unjust 
freight rate discriminations and by a tariff sys- 
tem which directly penalizes the agricultural 
south in favor of the industrial east, the large 
interests of the north would further shackle the 
south through this bill. For it would constitute 
nothing more nor less than a tariff wall be- 
tween sections and between states of our own 
country. 

The south is already paying a higher per- 
centage of its industrial earnings in wages than 
is the north. The dollars and cents in northern 
pay envelopes are, in some industries, higher 
than in the south. This, however, is not be- 
cause of any desire by southern manufacturers 
to withhold a fair share of their workers’ earn- 
ings, but because southern workers do not 
create, per man, as much wealth as northern 
workers. This situation is chiefly due to a 
smaller capital investment per worker in the 
south, resulting in less use of labor-saving de- 
vices and other factors of vaiue-increasing im- 
portance. 

The attempt to compel the southern manu- 
facturer to pay even more of his revenue in 


consumers who, again, are merely the 


Wages can result only in hamstringing him 
completely. The combined load of taxes and 
wages is already all that can be-borne and any 
increase can spell only industria] disaster. 

The great majority of congressmen from 
the south are firm in their opposition to this 
bill. Some, however, may waver. 

If the south is to be saved from its crippling 
potentialities, it will take every possible vote 
in congress to defeat it. 
today write, or wire, their congressmen urging 
a united front against the bill. Such support 
from the home constituencies will have impor- 
tant effect upon the outcome. 


FOREST FIRE LOSSES 

The State Planning Board has recommended 
that county boards be established to administer 
funds and disseminate facts on Georgia re- 
sources in local areas, after hearing Dr. Charles 
H. Herty, of Savannah, discuss annual forest 
fire losses attributable to negligence. 

Through greater yields and lowered insur- 
ance rates, the board said, the county timber 
tax proposed to finance the program would 
more than be returned. While county boards 
may solve many of the problems of forest losses, 
a definite state power to prevent careless and 
dangerous practices, coupled with an educa- 
tional program designed to reach individual 
landowners, must eventually be set up if Geor- 
gia is to realize the full measure of potential 
wealth in her timberlands. 

During the years that private, and to a small 
extent, state sources have been attempting to 
preach the lesson of the value of forests, great 
Strides have been made in some sections, but 
practically no impression has been made in 
others. When $300,000,000 worth of potential 
wealth is wiped out each year by criminally 
negligent persons, then it becomes time for the 
state to provide the power necessary to preserve 
this wealth. 

Forests should not be classed as completely 
private property. They constitute a natural re- 
source which will in the future be one of the 
great sources of income for the people of this 
state. Their destruction comes from the pockets 
of all as well as that of the individual land- 
owner. 

County boards will be a step forward, and 
for lack of stronger legislation, desirable. The 
final solution of the problem, however, will 
come only when the people realize that the 
wealth going up in smoke of forest fires is im- 
poverishing all, and provide for the regulation 
experience has proved necessary. 


A CALL TO THE HEART 

The United States has been asked once more 
to succor the starving of another nation. At- 
lanta has been asked to contribute $2,935 of 
the $1,000,000 sought by the Red Cross for work 
among the Chinese people made destitute by 
war. 

There can be little doubt this amount will 
be raised quickly. Few causes are as close to 
the hearts of Americans as the Red Cross, an 
organization that knows no national borders, no 
creeds or races when death stalks. The amount 
requested seems small in comparison to the 
great. needs of the invaded country, which in 
itself must be an assurance the money will be 
expended carefully in saving a people who at 
best know little more than starvation. 

No request is made for similar work among 
the Japanese. If the need arose, it would be 
made, but the Red Cross has been informed 
no help is needed or wanted. The invaders of 
the dragon land feel today they require no aid. 

President Roosevelt issued the call for the 
extra contribution in January, and the cam- 
paign will close June 15, Atlanta has given 
vastly greater sums in other appeals, but few 
of the contributions will go so far in providing 
food and medical aid for a suffering people.

THE SOUTHERN PRESS 
(From The Nashville Banner.) 

Newspapers of the south have led a two-way 
fight in behalf of sectional progress, believing that 
advancement of southern interests and combat of 
elements impeding that progress are primary obli- 
gations of the Fourth Estate. In some ways it has 
been almost a lone battle. 

It is not selfishness that has inspired southern 
publications to challenge invasion of liberties any 
more than selfishness decreed policies of develop- 
ing southern industrial assets; policies bearing 
fruit in an improved southern economy which 
placed the section in the vanguard of national re- 
covery; policies justified by increasing southern 
prestige: policies linking every materia] resource 
into a strong chain binding into unity of purpose 
the physical wealth, the mental energies, the 
courage and enterprise of a people richly endowed 
with these factors of progress. ) 

The newspapers, with the same unselfish mo- 
tives, have led the southern fight against the 
wages-hours bill, just as they have combatted 
similar legislative invasion which would ham- 
string southern industrial enterprise to benefit 
other regions. It is no political partisanship which 
has prompted this battle, but a recognition of 
grave dangers transcending political issues. 

Noting the efficacy of this battle, and the ex- 
emplary purpose of southern newspapers in their 
courageous fight for sectional justice, Associate 
Editor William S. Meacham, of the Richmond 
Times-Dispatch, told a Sweet Briar College class 
that southern journalism is showing the way for 
southern progress. 

“The newspaper is leading the way,” he said, 
“for other southern social forces that are ready to 
abandon the cotton economy and the single crop 
system ...and to develop southern industries that 
will help to provide real markets for its agricul- 
tural products.” 

That is one side of the picture. The other its 
influence in behalf of independence,, a crusade 
against such destructive legislation as the wages- 
hours bill, the ill-famed anti-lynching law, the 
policies of racial and sectional antagonisms fed by 
federal preachments, and a long list of unsavory 
developments inimical to good will and general 
progress. It is a commentary that could come at 
no better time. The south faces ahead, led by a 
spirit of leadership refusing to surrender elemen- 
tary rights. To swallow some of the things handed 
to it—blessed by indifference of some of its rep- 
resentatives and public servants—would be to re- 
treat. It is the duty and privilege of the southern 
press to continue true to these ideals.

ADVICE IGNORED. WASHINGTON, May 18.—The President 
. has offered his august encouragement to 

New Dealish candidates in primaries in South Carolina, Georgia, 
and elsewhere... In so doing, he has ignored the urgent advice of 
his oldest political crony, James A. Farley. And he has sided, once 
and for all, with the newer strategists of his administration’s left 
wing, who long to see the democratic party remade into a sort of 
popular front. ’ . 

The President and his postmaster general have had a long-stand- 
ing quarrel over the best course for the democracy. Big Jim is a 
shrewd man, but no lover of novelties. He has pleaded for “organ- 
ization politics.” He has argued that, so long as the winners of 
local elections were labeled “democrat,” it was silly to worry about 
their views on such measures as the wage-hour bill. In effect, he 
has told the President: 

“There’s no use bucking the boys in the precincts.” 

From the start, the President was more inclined to listen to 
Harry L. Hopkins, Robert H, Jackson, Harold L. Ickes and other 
more anonymous advisers, who have demanded “politics of prin- 
ciple.” _ They have placed their emphasis not on party labels, but 
on support of the New Deal program. In effect, they have warned 
the President: 

“The conservatives are ganging up for 1940. What does your 
successor’s label matter, if he shares none of your beliefs? You 
must fight hard, and now.” 


ILLINOIS AND FLORIDA. The President has made his usual 


coy announcement that he is not 

“interfering in local primaries.” Nevertheless, everyone knows he 
is, The best proofs are South Carolina and Georgia, where pro- 
New Deal governors have been persuaded by the White House to 
seek the senate seats of the hard-shelled conservative Democrats, 
Smith and George. 

Another instance, less clear but quite as important,-is Penn- 
Sylvania. The Farley statement, indorsing Governor Earle for the 
senate and the Guffey-CIO candidate, Tom Kennedy, for the gov- 
ernorship was the outcome of CIO insistence that the administra- 
tion go down the line for its progressive allies. And here again, 
while John L. Lewis was dissatisfied by the omission of Mayor 
Wilson, the Guffey-CIO senate candidate, from the indorsement, 
the President choSe the course leading to a popular front. 

The Pennsylvania venture turned out sourly, but its result has 
not modified the President’s intentions. 

Two big arguments were used by the advocates of “politics of 
principle.” The first was the Illinois primary, in which Governor 
Henry Horner wiped Chicago’s Kelly-Nash machine in its natural 
element, the dirt. In this primary, it was argued, the Kelly-Nash 
forces lost as much because they stood for “politics of organiza- 
tion” and machine rule as for any other reason. 

The second argument, of course, was the Florida primary, in 
which the turn was so aptly called by James Roosevelt. It was 
remarked here some time ago that, after the primary in Florida, 
a — would return from his fishing trip loaded for bear.

PRINCIPLES FOREVER. The President’s choice of “politics 

of principle” is vastly significant for 
several reasons. In the first place, it means that he has shot his 
political roll on one throw of the dice. If his New Dealish candi- 
dates come out on top in the primaries and survive the election, 
he will collect the whole pile on the table. He will be in a position 
to remake the Democratic party in the image desired by his left- 
wing advisers. And if the dice come up the other way, he will be 
a political dead-beat. 

The President’s choice means also that, in the palace politics 
of the White House, the left-wingers, whose stock fell this winter, 
are now predominant again. And, above all, it means that the 
President is now prepared to steer leftward with these advisers. 

Aggressiveness is once more the watchword. The phrase, “we’ve 


™ 


just begun to fight,” is being whispered in the White House cor- 


ridors, and the outlook is growing darker for the milder men who 
would make peace between business and the New Deal. Florida 
has convinced the President that he can still say what he always 
Says to advocates of caution—“the country is with me; I know it.” 


REPETITIOUS MUSE. The muse of history is far from in- 

ventive. Situations repeat themselves 
from year to year with a wearisome regularity. Now, in a small 
way, the President and public opinion are reacting to the Florida 
primary as they did to the New Deal triumph in 1936. Those who 
have hopefully predicted a collapse in the President’s strength are 
hiding their faces. And the President is preparing to march to the

always seem to me to constitute an 
effrontery deserving of facetious 
and misleading answers or sharp 
rebuffs. I cannot understand the 
patience of the young man or 
woman who submits to question- 
ing on such intimate matters any 
better than I can understand the 
nerve of the person who believes 
he has a mission and a right to go 
about with a questionnaire and 
pencil backing specimens into 
corners for such frisking. 

When I was of high school age 
there was a public high school in 
the neighborhood, attended by 
both boys and girls, called Lake 
View High school, which was com- 
monly referred to as Leg View. 
There were a lot of pretty little 
numbers in the school year after 
year, and naturally there were a 
few casualties which were soon 
talked up into terrible scandals 
by the smutty little squirts who 
hung around the corners at night. 
As a group, however, the girls 
were decent and the boys had 
to be. 

There was never a murder or 
suicide pact or a shotgun wedding 
in the period of which I have 
knowledge, but, nevertheless, Lake 
View, or Leg View, was regarded 
with suspicion by a lot of smirking 
biddies of both sexes, probably be- 
cause a lot of attractive young 
people seemed to be having a good 
time together.

A few 
girls were blotto, and a young girl 
is a sad spectacle when her tongue 
gets too big for her mouth, but 
the same girl’s mother stretched 
out stiff on a sofa at the country 
club dance is no work of art, 
either. 

I just can’t believe that young 
girls—unless they be absolute 
tramps—tell such stories and sing 
such songs as grown women of the 
respectable type tell and sing with- 
out loss of reputation on oc- 
casions of group rejoicing or that 
youhg men use in mixed company 
the language that many of their 
elders indulge in, Probably in time 
they will, but while they are young 
they are reticent and, in a better 
word, decent.

Ships Course Is Wrong 
When It Seems Right

In this age of specialization, every man naturally thinks in terms 
of his own trade. 

If four men ride on the same section of a highway, the road- 
builder will see breaks in the soft shoulders; the electrician will 
see faults in the power line; the farmer will see where a field is 
washing, and the tree surgeon will see trees that need pruning. 

As the dentist would take out your teeth and the throat special- 
ist would remove your tonsils, so the militarist thinks in terms of 
conquest and would solve all problems by means of war. 

But while other specialists can practice their trade and yet keep 
their balance, one who believes in war as an instrument of civi- 
lization must inevitably sacrifice reason. 

His theories and plans are based on the assumption that wrong 
is right; that murder and theft and rapine are moral; that ultimate 
evil is righteousness. 

In order to believe such things, he must violate reason, deny 
logic, and reverse every rule of decency and sanity approved by 
human experience and the conscience of mankind. He must, in 
short, make himself insane. 

Knowing that his mental processes are opposite to those of sane 
people, one would expect his most plausible schemes to violate 
common sense, and that is precisely what they do. 

Consider the work of Japanese militarists in China. They say 
theirs is a have-not nation—i. e., that is lacks natural resources; 
that it must therefore have foreign sources of material and for- 
eign markets; that it cannot be sure of markets unless it conquers 
and controls them. 

What is the truth? Little Switzerland, having no resources, 
must import iron, oil and other necessities—even food. And she can 
conquer nothing. . Yet she holds markets by producing superior 
goods; all of her people are busy; and her per capita wealth is 
much greater than America’s. 

The Japanese have shown they can win any market by under- 
selling competitors. So they might have won the Chinese market. 
But the militarists, trying to take it by force, have kindled hatreds 
that will plague them for ages; and even if they win, the cost will 
destroy the gain. They must sell many goods at a profit to pay 
for a war that is costing 1,000,000 yen every day it continues. 

There is no sanity in war. To seek a money profit by killing 


millions of people and bankrupting one’s own country is utter mad- | 


ness. The world will realize it some day, and for the present we 
shall be more secure if we remember that every argument for war

ACCORD, DECLARES 
ITALIANS SINCERE 


Foreign Secretary Answers 
Opposition Cries That Pact 
Is ‘Unrighteous.’ 


LONDON, May 18,—(#’)—In the 
face of opposition condemnation of 
the Anglo-Italian pact as “un- 
righteous,” Viscount Halifax, for- 
eign secretary, tonight defended 
Italian sincerity and made a bid 
for German friendship. 

Lord Halifax stated his posi- 
tion in the house of lords, where 
an opposition censure motion was 


defeated without being put to a 
vote. 


“We accept Italian assurances 
and believe they will be honor- 
ably carried out,” the foreign sec- 
retary said. 


His defense of Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain’s “face the 
facts” foreign policy came at a 
time when the opposition in the 
house of commons was suggesting 
Premier Benito Mussolini of Italy 
was trying to isolate France by 
holding up a Franco-Italian ac- 
cord similar to Italy’s pact with 
Britain. 

Defends Action On Ethiopia. 

Referring to Germany, Lord 
Halifax said “we should like to 
see removed all the causes of mis- 
trust and suspicion between our- 
selves and Germany.” 

He defended Britain’s action in 
taking the question of recognition 
of Ethiopia to the League of Na- 
tions council meeting at Geneva 
by saying it “never had been an 
individual question between our- 
selves and the Italians, but a dis- 
pute between the assembly of the 
League and Italy.’ 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
earlier had voiced approval of the 
Anglo-Italian agreement, and sug- 
gested Italy might be induced to 
give exiled Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie, of Ethiopia, a place in his for- 
mer country.” 

Rift Between France, Italy. 

The foreign secretary reiterated 
that Britain never would condone 
Italy’s action in Ethiopia, or ap- 
prove her intervention in Spain.

On the other, they menaced the 
government’s main defense point 
guarding the road _ to strategic 
Mora de Rubielos, 20 miles south- 
east of Teruel on the line to the 
Mediterranean.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


YOU’RE ALLERGIC, SO WHAT? 
Now that the distinction of hav- 
ing had a major operation for ap- 
pendicitis or gall stones has large- 
ly vanished, says Oren C. Durham, 
botanist, in his book, “Your Hay 
Fever” (Bobbs-Merrill), it is be- 
coming fashionable to boast of 
having had “one hundred and fifty 
skin tests right here on my arm 
and they found I was sensitive to 
forty-seven different things.” 
That is not so hyperbolic as it 
may sound. When a doctor sets 
out to trace the specific cause of 
allergy or hypersensitivity to 


“some foreign protein,” by the 
skin scratch test method, the in- 
vestigation is only well under way 
when a hundred different protein 
extracts or allergins have been ap- 
plied to a hundred wee scratches 
on the skin, and it would be re- 
markable if the patient did not re- 


| act, that is, develop a little wheal 


or area of redness around the spot 
where three or four of the protein 
extracts have been applied. Even 
in clear-cut -ases of hay fever, 
where of course the “foreign pro- 
tein” is pollen, the patients gen- 
erally react to several different 
pollen extracts or allergins. Some 
specialists have carried this al- 
lergy idea on still further and 
they would designate certain sub- 
jects as being hypersensitive to 


certain allergins or foreign pro-|

GET THE HABIT OF RELAXING 
—IT WARDS OFF WRINKLES! 

It is not time but tension that 
puts most of the lines in our faces. 
If you want to ward off wrinkles, 
learn to relax and then practice 
what you have learned every 
chance you get. 

That is the advice of Rose Laird, 
authority on the business of keep- 
ing young, to any woman who 
wants to win at least a few bouts 
with old age. But in order to re- 
lax completely, and at the drop 
of a hat, you will need to train 
yourself in the art of letting go 
» « « and, more than likely, you 
will also need more exercise than 
you have been getting. 

Whenever you have a free mo- 
ment, try to rid yourself of nerv- 
ous and muscular tension. Ten- 
sion is the thing that makes you 
feel tired and look older than is 
necessary. Miss Laird suggests that 
you lie down or lean back in a 
comfortable chair, with feet prop- 
ped up on a level with the rest of 
your body. 

Let the hands fall limply on the 
lap, palms up. Then close the eyés 
and slowly roll them up, around, 
down, up again. Try cupping the 
hands over the eyes so that no 
light shows through, and open the 
eyes while rolling them. Then 
let the hands rest on the lap again 
and relax.

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To relax, lie down or lean back 
in a comfortable chair, with feet 
propped up on a level with the 
body. 


As Miss Laird points out, you 
cannot relax and exercise at the 
same time, but certain exercises 
seem to- induce relaxation.

Position: Sitting in chair, feet 
on a rest, left elbow propped in 
right hand.

up firmly, release, and move the 
hand slowly up the shoulder ridge, 
grasping and releasing slowly as 
the hand works upward. Knead 
for a moment at the nape of the 
neck and then continue up to the 
hairline. Repeat this kneading on 
the other shoulder. Propping the 
elbow in the hand prevents the 
working hand from _ becoming 
tired.

THE THROW-IN. 

There is an old bridge axio 
that the best thing about a finesse 
is how to avoid it. 

When declarer holds a two 
way finesse . . . one which might 
be attempted in either direction 

. . the finesse is up to the hand 
he prefers to be in the lead shoulc 
it fail. 

If the tenace position is in the 
closed-hand, declarer will mos 
likely attempt to give up wha 
tricks he must concede to defender 
on his left with hopes of being 
recommended by a return lead ur 
to his tenace suit. 

When the location of an out 
standing, threatening high-card is 
doubtful, the finesse usually re 
solves itself into a 50-50 gamble 
but if the success of the contrac 
appears to depend on the finesse 
working there may be no othe 
way out but to try for it.

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STRANGE ISLANDS OF THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE. 


IV—THE SOLOMON ISLANDS. 


Not far south of the equator lie 
the Solomon islands. They are 
about 500 miles east of Papua. 

The Solomons are hot and moist. 
They are very moist indeed—along 
the coasts, the rainfall is about 150 
inches a year. In the highlands 
back from the coasts, the rain 
amounts to an average of more 
than an inch a day!

The dark-skinned natives of the 
Solomon islands have studied the 
sky a little in their crude way. 
They say the moon contains an 
image of a woman who is weaving 
a basket. They call the planet 
Mars “the red pig,” and speak of 
a comet as “a smoking star.” 

That is, they do those things in 
their own language. Their name 
for the moon is “waarowaaro” and 
they call the sun “sato”. 

The year has been divided into 
13 parts in the Solomon islands, 
in other words into 13 “moons”. 
The month we call January is 
known as “Oku Peine,” meaning 
“large palolo.” A palolo is a worm 
which burrows into some islands 


of the Pacific: They appear in 
large numbers at the surface of 


the ocean in. certain months. of 
the year, and the natives gather 
them for food! 

Three other months are named 
in honor of the palolo. One is 
known as “Oku Telu,” meaning 
“catching the palolo.” 

Among the rest of the months 
is one with a name meaning 
“foam”, one meaning “sponge”, 
and one meaning “fighting.” 

People of the Solomon islands 
count by tens, as is the custom 
in almost every land—thanks to 
the fact that a person has 10 fin- 
gers, or eight fingers and two 
thumbs, as we sometimes say. 

The word “walo” means “string” 
on the Solomon islands, but when 
it is spoken, people often under- 
stand it is meaning “a string of 
10 parrot fish,” or “a string of 10 
pieces of shell money.” 

Shell money is widely used 
among the natives. They also 
measure value with dogs’ teeth 
money and porpoise teeth money. 
When a chief marries, he may pay 
the parents of his bride as much 
as 50 shells and 1,000 porpoise 
teeth. A common man, however, 
pays only 10 shells for his bride. 

Both men and women adorn 
their ears. Children’s ears are 
pierced at an early age, and larg- 
er and larger pegs of wood age 
put in the holes as time goes on. 
At last, when the child grows up, 
each ear has a hole about two 
inches wide, and the holes are 
filled with ornaments.

Low Turnover on Stock Exchange | 
May Indicate Business Recovery 


Trading Statistics Are Not 
Discouraging, Asserts Fi- 
nancial Writer. 


By GEORGE T. HUGHES.

turnover on the stcok exchange 
continues to run abnormally low. 
This month to date there have been 
only three sessions in which the 
volume exceeded one _ million 
shares. In one five-hour session 
it barely went over 350,000 shares. 

There is no nutriment for the 
brokers in this and they are cor- 
respondingly depressed, and yet, 
such speculative inertia is usual at 
the bottom of a bear market. A 
low volume in itself does not nec- 
essarily indicate that a turn is at 
hand, but when the turn does 
come, it is almost invariably after 
a prolonged period of relative in- 
activity. In other words, the 
trading statistics are not in them- 
selves discouraging. 

According to the stock exchange 
official computation, the ratio of 
member borrowers on collateral to 
market values of all listed shares 
is at the lowest of this recession 
and close to the record low. As 
of the first of May, it stood at 
1.30 per cent. In May, a year 
ago, it was 2.05 per cent and in 
May, 1929, when speculation went 
to excesses never before witness- 
ed and never likely to be dupli- 
cated, it was 9.19 per cent. 

Today’s market is close to a cash 
basis. ‘That being so, it is diffi- 
cult to dislodge stock. The chances 
are that the holder, having waited 
so long, is willing to wait a little 
longer in the hope that the eco- 
nomic situation will improve. In 
all logic, perhaps stocks should 
sell lower on their present earn- 
ings basis, but that won’t happen 
if no one sells. It is hard on the 
bears, but they have no friends 
anyway. 

So much for the negative side. 
Constructively, the pressure of 
idle funds begins to show. The 
other day, with the news from the 
motor centers increasingly unfa- 
vorable and with the motor stocks 
not much above their lows, Gen- 
eral Motors preferred sold at a new 
high for both 1937 and 1938. Mo- 
tors preferred, of course, is one of 
the most conservative of invest- 
ment preferred stocks, but its 
strength is significant of the grow- 
ing demand for securities of un- 
questioned merit. It is a case of 
the investment demand for top- 
flight bonds spilling over into sim- 
ilarly rated stocks and is a phe- 
nomenon that has heralded recov- 
ery in other bear markets for 
equities. 


The business news is still dis- 
mal, but there are a few bright 
spots. The significant thing is the 
prompt response with which any 
development that can be interpret- 
ed at all favorably meets. At cor- 
poration able to report earnings 
for the first quarter that com- 
pare even respectably with those 
of a year ago brings support into 
the market for its shares. 

Wednesday favorable analyses of 
the situation in two leading in- 
dustrials brought a rally in the 
respective stocks. The Street re- 
mains skeptical about reports from 
Washington of a more lenient at- 
titude toward business, byt the 
market is almost pathetically eager 
to welcome them.

DELIVERY OF LIQUOR 
TO HOMES QKAYED 


Council Decree Balking 
Bootleggers Now Up to 
Hartsfield. 


Liquor dealers will be allowed 
to make retail deliveries in At- 
lanta, city council voted yester- 
day. 

In an effort to defeat bootleg- 
ging entirely, the council amended 
its liquor ordinance to strike out 
the provision prohibiting liquor 
stores from making deliveries. 

This action came after T. Grady 
Head, state revenue commissioner, 
informed city officials he would 
remove his delivery order ban. 

Alderman G. Dan _ Bridges, 
chairman of the police committee, 
which recommended that the re- 
strictions be removed in order to 
allow licensed dealers to beat 
down competition of bottleggers, 
said other regulations to supervise 
deliveries will be made later. 

Mayor Must Approve. 

If Mayor Hartsfield approves 
the amendment, licensed retail 
dealers will be allowed to send 
whisky to residences. 

Councilmen Frank Wilson and 
Bridges declared that messengers 
delivering liquor for retailers 
should be supervised and should 
be registered with the police de- 
partment. 

“This sounds the death knell for 
bootleggers,” Councilman C. M. 
(Mac) Bolen, vice chairman of the 
police committee, declared. 

Councilmen said the fact hoot- 
leggers could deliver and licensed 
dealers could not was the only 
reason bootleggers had for remain- 
ing in business after whisky was 
legalized in Georgia. 

Just what provisions will be 
made for signing for liquor sales, 
which is another requirement pro- 
mulgated by Commissioner Head, 
was not known. 

Bridges said the delivery mes- 
sengers for retailers would have 
to carry credentials which would 
certify they represented licensed 
dealers. It was said the messen- 
gers may have to obtain the sig- 
nature of the purchaser on each 
sale, if the requirement is not re- 
moved.

Establishment of a “liquor di- 
vision” at. police headquarters was 
revealed at the council session yes- 
terday when 19 additional liquor 
license applications were approv- 
ed, 11 adversed and a number re- 
ferred back to the police commit- 
tee. 

Members of the police committee 
said an office has been assigned to 
the two city officers, four State 
Revenue Department men, and 
two deputy sheriffs who will en- 
force the liquor law. Council vot- 
ed to install a telephone in the 
office.
